In a public hearing on Tuesday, 
Jan, 26, the issue of state funding 
for spraying program's was dis- 
cussed. Only one group, the Maine 
Audubon Society, objected to the 
spraying prognams by stating that 
there is no real economic danger 
from Gypsy Moths. Whatever 
hianm the insects do inflect ts 
merely westhetic. Furthermore, the 
infestation is a cyclical occurrence 
in nature which, as the Depart- 
ment of Conservation expects, 
should end within one to two 
years. As an alternative to state 
spraying programs, the Audubon 
Society said it should be the re- 
sponsibility of individual propenty 


owners to decide svhether or not] ° 


their trees should be sprayed. 

Although there are still many 
questions to be answered, it ap- 
peas as though there is little op- 
position to state financing of the 
Gypsy Moth spraying program. 
The bill is presently being review- 
ed in the Committee on Appropri- 
ations and Financial Affairs, and 
will be sent back to the House for 
Gébate as soon as a Committee 
réport is issued.

National - Children’s Dental 
Health Month will be observed 
throughout the nation during Feb- 
ruary 1982.

should know about dental health, 

I’ve heard that many foods con- 
tain “hidden” sugars. How can [ 
tell which ones? 

As the lifestyle of Americans 
has changed over the course of re- 
cent years, so has the consump- 
tion of prepared and processed 
foods. increased. 

The term “hidden sugar” has 
arisen largely because many food 
products are sweetened before 
they reach the gatekeeper of the 
home, Sugars, depending on the 
frequency eaten and the form in 
which consumed, are the dietary 
components which contribute most 
to the development of tooth decay. 
One must read food labels to know 
whether or not sugar has been 
added to a particular product, This 
practice is especially important 
when choosing foods which are 
to be eaten as snacks, 

There are many different types 
of simple sugars, and there are 
different names by which they are 
referred. Sucrose is still the most 
widely used, and is usually listed 
as “sugar” on a package, Other 
forms of sugar are: fructose, glu- 
cose, maltose, déxtrose, lactose, 
malto dextrin, corn syrup, malt 
syrup, molasses, honey, brown su- 
gar, and wirefined sugar. Remem- 
ber that even the so called ‘‘na- 
tural’* sugars promote dental de- 
cay. 

Manufacturers ‘must list the in- 
gredients in a product by weight, 
so if a sugar is the finst or sec- 
ond ingredient listed, a lange per 
centage of that food may be su- 
gar. If the label lists several dif- 
ferent types of sugars in the pro- 
duct, the food may likewise con- 
tain a substantial amount of add-
